The Times’ cor- 
respondent at St. Petersburg cables 
as follows: “Information communi- 
cated to me by the Foreign Office 
prompts the belief that operations in 
Manchuria will shortly assume a novel 
phase and that the Russian troops 
will cross into Mongolia to checkmate 
a flanking movement by the Japanese, 
believed to have been undertaken be- 
yond Manchurian borders. 

“Diplomatic negotiations, with «4 
view to enabling Gen. Linevitch to 
move in this direction without violat- 
ing neutrality, began in Peking three 
weeks ago. When the operations were 
transferred to the North, the Russians 
discovered that the frontier line be- 
tween Manchuria and Mongolia was 
too vague, and decided to fix the 
boundaries, proposing a line running 
about twenty miles west of Tie Pass, 
whereas maps published by the Rus- 
sian General Staff show the frontier 
line about eixty miles west of Tie 
Pass. 
“The amended delimitation would 
naturally make it almost impossible 
for the Japanese to effect a finaking 
movement except by violating the 
neutral territory of Mongolia. 

“Japan made no reply to the Rus- 
sian proposals. Russia thereupon 
twice urged Peking to obtain an an- 
swer, and finally, a few days ago, she 
notified the Chinese government that, 
in view of Japan's silence, she 
considered herself at liberty to take 
such steps as she deemed fit, in order 
to safeguard her interests, including

Although the sentiment in Congress 
is overwhelmingiy in favor of restrict- 
ing Cainese immigration on familiar 
grounds, many members are disposed) 
to believe that the Chinese government’ 
has the better of the argument now 
going on, and thet with the present 
conditions, at least a degree of justice 
is on the olher side.

Amid tremendous cheering and the 
waving of flags, several thousand per- 
sons who were packed into the Aca- 
demy of Music tonight to hear prom- 
inent Philadelphians express their 
protest against the gas lease, adopted 
the following resolution:

It formerly did a 
large banking business, but new banks 
at Oakdale and Modesto captured 
about all of the patronage. Being the 
principal stockholder and cashier, and 
he and his son being the Finance Com- 
mittee, the latter also being the as- 
sistant cashier, Kahn was able to make 
large loans to himself. 1 

ASSETS SMALL. 

As to whether the stockholders will 
lose heavily, depends upon what assets 
Kahn may be able to disclose. It is 
feared that they will be very small. 
It Was thought at first that his string 
of nearly thirty warehouses, extending 
from Stanisiaus up through Merced 
county, would cover the loss, but it de- 
veloped later that the First National 
Bank of this city, a small stockholder 
of the Oakdale Bank, has a mortgage 
for 000 on the warehouses. H. H. 
Hewlet, cashier of the Stockton First 
Nationa! Bank, has been looking over 
the warehouses during the past days, 
and he finds them in rather bad condi- 
tion, though of sufficient value to fully 
cover the loan. 

A special telephone m to the 
Mail this morning from Dr. mpson, 
the attending surgeon, is to the ef- 
fect that Kahn is worse today.

EAD IN PARIS 
IS ROTHSCHILD. 


} 


HEAD OF THE FRENCH BRANCH 
OF GREAT HOUSE EXPIRES. 

Widespread Regret in Paris, Where 
Financier, Besides Being Conspicu- 
ous Figure in Society, Was Noted 
for His Lavish Charities—He Con- 
trolled Governments of Europe. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS-—A.M.] 

PARIS, May 2%.—Baron Alphonse de 
Rothschild, head of the French branch 
of the banking house bearing the name 
of Rothschild, and governor of the 
Bank of France, died at 4:30 this morn- 
ing, from acute bronchitis aggravated 
by gout. 

The eminent financier had been sink- 
ing slowly for many days, but there 
was no apprehension that his death was 
iminent. He first took to his bed two 
weeks ago. Several rallies gave prom- 
ise of his recovery. Two days ago, the 
Baron began to fail rapidly, and his 
condition assumed a disquieting form. 
Although he kept up an animated con- 
versation with members of his family 
and the old servants, the patient be- 
came very weak, and last night entered 
into a comatose state, and passed away 
this morning peacefully, surrougded by 
his family. 

The announcement of the Baron's 
death caused w ad regret, for, 
besides his position in the financial 
world, he was known for his lavish 
charities, one of the latest being the 
gift of $2,000,000 for the erection of 
workingmen's homes. 

The news of the Baron's death caused 
a deep impression among financiers 
generally. It was said that his death 
would probably momentarily affect the 
extensive interests in which the house 
is concerned, but that it would not have 
a lasting effect on the market. 

The deceased, who was born in 1827, 
will be succeeded as head of the Paris 
banking house by Baron Lambert de 
Rothschtid of Brussels, whose business 
capacity has earned him a world-wide 
reputation. 

The burial of Baron Alphonse will be 
most simple, according to the strict 
rule of the Rothschild family, includ- 
ing a plain coffin without mourning 
tributes. The funeral, the date of 
which has not yet been fixed, will be 
the occasion of a notable tribute of re- 
spect. 

LEADING SPIRIT OF FAMILY. 

A member of al rench-American bank- 
ing house said: “Baron Alphonse was 
the leading spirit of the Rothschilds in 
their relations with practically all the 
governments of Europe. Besides the 
colossal task of financing the indemnity 
which France paid to Germany after 
the Franco-German war of 1870-71, he 
actively carried on relations with other 
governments. In Italy, these included 
both the government and the Vatican 
finances. 

“The house also has large interests in 
Spain, largely controls Russia's railroad 
development, and held considerable 
parts of all the old Russian loan issues. 
The house, however, has not exercised 
a controlling influence in the new Rus- 
sian loan. The large industrial inter- 
ests of the house in Russia include the 
petroleum flelds of Baku. 

“The house has also had considerable 
dealings with American securities 
through the Belmonts, J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan and John W. Gates, including 
Louisville and Nashville, Atlantic Coast 
Line Transportation and also has ex- 
tensive interests in mines in California.” 

Baron Alphonse was a member of the 
Academy of Fine Arts, a member of the 
French Institute and a commander of 
the Legion of Honor. He leaves two 
children, Baron Edouard and Baroness 
Beatrix. He has two surviving broth- 
ers, Baron Gustav and Baron Ed- 
mond.

BANK CLEARINGS LAST YEAR 
TWO BILLION DOLLARS. 


Financial Capability of Nation Has 
Completely Surprised the World. 


{BY THY ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

TOKIO, May 26.— [By Pacific Ca- 
ble.] Baron Komura, Minister of For- 
reign Affairs; Baron Sone, Minister of 
Fiannce; and Baron Shibusawa ad- 
dressed the Clearing House Associa- 
tion today. 

Baron Komura said that the finan- 
cial capability of Japan had complete- 
ly surprised the world. He was glad 
that Japan was showing financial and 
productive ability, as well as strength 
on the battlefield. The war, he said, 
would last long and he trusted much 
in the commercial ability of the na- 
tion after the war was ended, when 
a greater prospect would be ‘opened 
before the coufitry. He expected, he 
said further, that the commercial in- 
terests would do their utmost to de- 
velop and éxtend commerce. He also 
expected the introduction of forei 
capital and he counseled his hearer 
to facilitate this introduction by in- 
spiring foreign capitalists with con- 
fidence in the country. 

Baron Sone thanked the financial 
and commercial interests for their 
great assistance in financing the war. 

Baron Shibusawa said that the com- 
merce and productive capacity of the 
nation was growing despite the war. 
‘The bank clearings, he said, for 1904 
exceeded two billion dollars, which 
amount was unprecedented. He ex- 
pected that the bank clearings for 
1905 would exceed two and one-half 
billion dollars.

Peter F. Eiden, walking delegate for 
the Plasterers’ Union, wes arrested last

- whom he did not know. His ‘Intended 


victim is a non-union contractor an‘ 
the fact that the man is not a union 
slave and therefore under the control 
of Eiden is what prompted the assault. 
but the walking delegate made a mis- 
take. Despite the fact that he is said 
to have used metallic knuckles, he was 
released on $20 cash bail for his ap- 
pearance in the Police Court today. 

It was a case of mistaken identity 
with Eiden. Instead of assaulting « 
non-union contractor, he attacked an 
innocent man. B. S. Holmes, who with 
his brother owns Hotel Cecil, and is 
engaged in the erection of a building 
at the corner of First and Hope streets, 
received the punishment, inflicted in a 
brutal manner. 

The Holmes brothers in the construc- 
tion of their new building contracted 
with one Roberts to attend to the 
plastering. After beginning the work 
Roberts, who is a union man, flunked, 
and after terminating his contract 
without notice left the builders to com- 
plete their structure in the best way 
possible. Contractor Smith, a non- 
union man, was secured to complete 
the work, and it was this man whom 
Eiden is said to have deliberately 
planned to assist when he visited the 
building Wednesday morning. 

A temporary office has been erected 
near the new building and it was into 
this place that Eiden sought conver- 
sation with Contractor Smith. Deny- 
ing himself the privilege of ascertain- 
ing to a certainty the person with 
whom he was conversing. Eiden imme- 
diately launched into a display of au- 
thority and abusive language towards 
B. 8. Holmes, one of the owners of the 
building. 

Thinking that no harm would come 
from the misrepresentation, Holmes 
gave no intimation that he was other 
than Smith, and listened to Eiden's 
demand that certain tools and material 
which had been left on the site by the 
union contractor, Roberts, be turned 
over to the owner. Holmes practically 
consented to the demands with the ex- 
ception that the mortar boards, which 
were being used, be left in service. 

Widen then became abusive with his 
language. and turned on Holmes and 

roceeded to administer a severe beat- 


g. 

From the condition of the injured 
man's face it is believed metal knuckles 
were used. Holmes's left ear was 80 
badiy torn, that he will carry the scar 
for life. Holmes is still suffering from 
his injuries.

AS SOLOMON’S. 


Some Ww onderful Promises 
Near Goldfield, — 

New Strikes Being Made in 
Neighboring Camps. 


The Railroad Will Double 
Output of Ore. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF TITE TIMES} 

GOLDFIELD (Nev.) May 22.—After 
& shut-down of several months, work 
has been resumed on the great Jumbo 
Mine of Goldfield. In the opinion of 
accepted mining authorities the Jumbo 
has $2,000,000 worth of high grade ore 
blocked out underground. The Jumbo 
has shipped upwards of $1,500,000 worth 
of ore during the first year of its de- 
velopment, and is expected to prove the 
second greatest shipper of the Goldfield 
Gisirict for 1905. The internal differ- 
ences bein en nate holders have not 
been definitely settied, but a plan of 

Active development has been mapped 

out. A force of miners is now engaged 
in straightening and retimbering the 
old shafts, th: deepest of which is 
Gown 259 feet. and giading is now in 
Progress tor the hew fifteen horse 
power gasoline holst which is expected 
to arrive this week. 

The Florence shipped seventy tons of 
high grade ore to the New Western 
xieduction Works last week. It is 

wen out that this ore will average 

00.00 a ton. The Riley lease on the 
horth end of the Florence is yielding 
the lessees a large income, thirty-eigint 
tons Of ore shipped by the Riley syndi- 
cate durh the past week having 
netted 147445 per ton. Mr. Riley re- 
ports that when the gasoline hoist ar- 
rives he will be able to ship seventy- 
five tons a week. ‘ 

At the Quarizite in Diamondtzeld con- 
siderable ore is being sacked and a 
shipment wiil be made next week. The 
workings here are among the most ex- 
tensive of any property in the Goldfield 
district.

There 
are two hotels, and they pay $8.50 per 
quarter; twelve rooming-houses, fifteen 
eating-houses, and iwo lhvery stables 
pay the same rate. Five real estate 
agents pay el per quarter. Two banks 
are usked to pay $27, and so on through 
the entire list of Husiness houses here. 
Peddlers are taxed $11 per month to do 


business, and if they have one horte or 
more they pay $26 per month. 
There has been one undertaker here 


for four months, and has done no busi- 
ness, and he combined his business with 
the furniture trade, and pays $12 per 
quarter for both. 


Saloons pay 851 per quarter and stores

The officials of the 
county hold two and three offices to 
reduce the expenses, and to assure 4 
small salary. The population @f the 
entire county is about 5000. 


There are twenty gambling licenses 


issued at $21 per quarter each; nine slot 
machines at $21 per quarter each; twen- 
ty-five saloons, and the hoiels serve 
liquors. Five barber shops are here; 
they also pay $8.50 each per quarter. 
There ate twelve stores of various 
kinds, and you can find anything you 
want. There are four doctors and five 
lawyers here.. They have noi been as- 
sessed as yet. -One tamale man pays 
$11 per month to keep the people warm 
at night. The fireman, who runs the 
pumping-plant, has a bath-house with 
one tub. If you want to cool off, you 
pay a quarter and remain in until you 
are called out. The tub is going all the 
time.

Now a contingent of Darwin-avenue 
land owners, by demanding that the 
letter of the specifications be obeyed, 
have raised a legal barrter to his col- 
lection of assessments for laying the 
sidewalk. 

A clause of the contract stipulates 
that “whenever the cement sidewalk 
does not cover the whole space between 
the curb and the property line, the 
space not covered by the cement shal! 
receive a layer of good gravel three 
and one-half inches thick.” 

Street Superintendent Hanley is au- 
thority for the statement that this 
clause is a dead letter“ in the con- 
tract. He says that property owners 
in the residence districts do not desire 
gravel placed in the vacant squares 
between the curb and the sidewalk: 
that they want it left untouched by the 
contractors, so that they can either 
gow grass seed or plant them to trees 
and flowers. 

But the young attorney, employed by 
the property owners to present their 
protest, has seized upon this technical- 
ity to prevent the final acceptance of 
the street, and the issuance of the as- 
sessment. 

Mr. Hanley hag accepted the sidewalk 
in its nt condition, and the protes- 
tants ve appealed to the Council. If 
the Council declines to interfere, they 
gay that they will carry their appeai to 
the courts. Before accepting the street, 
however, Mr. Hanley compelled the 
contractor to rip up over 3500 square 
feet of sidewalk and replace it with 
new squares. It was asserted yester- 
day that since the acceptance of the 
sidewalk by Mr. Hanley another sec- 
tion of almost 100 feet in length has 
bulged and cracked in the middle, ren- 
dering the blocks practically: worthless. 

But the bone of contention between 
the two factions is whether gravel shall 


the walk and the curb. Ali admit that 
it is not wanted, but one faction seeks 
to make this the basis for their refusal 


and that this defect invalidates the as- 


sessment. 

Members of the board failed to agree 
on a report, and the protest will prob- 
ably be referred back te the Council 
without recommendation. 

It was over the inspection of thie 
street that former Street Inspector El- 
lis was indicted by the grand jury.

STANSBURY GETS CONTRACT. 
Charles Stansbury has again secured 

the coveted street-sprinkling contract. 
Announcement was yesterday after- 
noon made at the City Hall that H. J. 
McGuire, who underbid Stansbury in 
the recent competition and secured ‘the 
contract for four years, has trans- 
ferred it to Stansbury. 

All the sprinkling carts now in ser- 
vice are owned by Stansbury. He has 
been furnishing teams and carts dur- 
ing the last two years, the drivers 
being city employés. 

Under the present contract Stans- 
bury gets $1.68 a day for each team 
and cart in use. The new contract re- 
duces this price to $1.40 a day. 


FAMILY TREES? 
UNIQUE GROVE PLANNED. 

Park Commissioner W. A. Lamb has 
evolved a unique idea for a historica! 
grove at Westlake Park. 

John H. Foley recently donated 15 
the park department a juvenile oak 
in whose fiber is said to course the sap 
of the famous Robin Hood oak of Sher- 
wood forest fame. To the Park Com- 
m-ssioner it suggested possibilities. 

He says that there are in Los Ange- 
les at the present time scions of many 
of the trees famous in American his- 
tory. He thinks that a historical grove 
could be formed from these and other 
trees which would be of educational 
value, and, at the same time a 
unique attraction for the park. 

Fairmont Park in Philadelphia con- 
tains three oak trees which are re- 
puted to be grown from acorns from 
‘the famous old “Charter Oak” that 
made Connecticut famous. A number 
of Connecticut oaks are reputed to be 
descendonts of this same old tree. 

Dr. Lamb thinks that it might be 
porsible to secure a shoot from some 
descendent of the elm under which 
William Penn established diplomatic 
relations with the Susquehanna and 
Deiaware Indians. 

Peter Stuyvesant’s pear tree bore 
several bushels of progeny during its 
sojourn in New York City. It was a 
native of Holland, having been trans- 
planted while it was still young enough 
te shoot. Pears like we might have 
a historical pear.” 

Cambridge ought to be able to supply 
a shoot from the Washington elm - 
neath which the Father of our Coun- 
try received his commission ag com- 
mander-in-chief of the patriot army. 
The grove would be incomplete with- 
out a descendant of the apple tree of 
Arpomattox. Then there are the oaks 
from Valley Forge, a few of wiiich are 
stili standing, and the Fair Oaks ma‘le 
famous during the Civil war. 

One or two ghot-scarred trees from 
the Wilderness and from Bull Run 
would form attractions * the youth- 
fui students of history. o this might 
be added some scrub oaks from Look- 
out Mountain and foliage from the 
woods out of which Pickett’s men 
emerged in their ill-starred e at 
Gettysburg. 

Dr. Lamb's suggestion certainly con- 
taine possibilities.

HER DIMPLED DAUGHTER TO BE 
GIVEN TO ANOTHER. 


Cora Bell Davis Who Two Years 
Ago Was Prominent in Contest 
With Pittsburgh Millionaire for Pos- 
session of Her Baby Loses the Child 
by Order of the Court. 


It is only a little over two years ago 
that Cora Bell Davis created a sensa- 
tion by averring that she was about to 
return to Pittsburgh and compel the 
father of her child to pay her at least 
half a million dollars. She said that 
her poverty compelled her to take the 
step of publicly announcing Mr. Barns- 
dale, a millionaire Pittsburgh iron 
man. as the father of her child. While 
she talked the diamonds glistened on 
her fingers and at her throat, and she 
confessed that Mr. Barnsdale had been 
providing for the child, but in a meager 
Way. 
The guardianship of baby Arvila 
Bell was carried into the courts, and 
became involved and tangled up. But 
in the end the power that had been op- 
posing the mother through the Pacific 
Coast representative of eastern cap- 
italists, was withdrawn and the mother 
got the child, though Watson, the ex- 
jeweler te loan agent, was appointed 
guardian.

FALLING CRATE. 


BREAKING OF A TRUCK CAUSES 
A FATAL ACCIDENT.

Charles Raphael, a Well-known 
Business Man, Meets Death While 
Directing Operations of His Em- 


ployees—Body Caught Under Case 
of Plate Glass and Badly Crushed. 


Charles Raphael, a member of the H. 
Raphael company and for many years 
prominent among the business men of 
Los Angeles, died yesterday afternoon 
at the California Hospital from injuries 
sustained earlier in the Jay at the com- 
panys warehouse, No. 1708 San Fer- 
nando etreet. 

Mr. Raphael was superintendent of 
the warehouse and had charge of the 
work of receiving and sending out 
goods. Yesterday morning a cuse of 
plate glass, weighing nearly a ton, was 
received at the warehouse and the 
workmen were conveying it into the 
bullding on a truck. Mr. Raphael stood 
alongside the huge crate giving the 
men instructions. Suddenly something 
broke about the truck and the heavy 


‘case careened and started to fall. Mr. 


Raphael threw up his hands in an ef- 
fort to save himself, but 
strength could have held such a heavy 
mass. 

The unfortunate man was crushed to 
the floor, his entire body being caught 
under the box. It was some time before 
he could be extricated and then he was 
taken to the Receiving Hospital in an 
unconscious state. His injuries were 
found to be so serious that he was im- 
mediately taken to the California Hos- 
pital. There the surgeons exerted every 
possible means to save his life, but he 
died in less than an hour without re- 
covering consciousness.

ITS FORTUNE. 


Engineer Says We Now Lose 
Millions Every Fear.

Gas of Swill and Irrigate 

With the Sewage. 


By the improper handling of its gar- 
bage and sewage, the city of Los 
Angeles is throwing away something 
like $7,000,000 a year, according to 
statements made last night by a speak- 
er at a meeting of the Engineers’ Club 
of Southern California. 

In addition to this loss, the city is 
expending large sums annually in the 
maintenance of an outfall sewer sys- 
tem, and has just authorized the pur- 
chase of a garbage incinerator, which 
is to cost a considerable amount each 
year for operation. 

Walter H. Dickerson, a mechanical 
engineer of Newark, N. J., who has 
been engaged in experimental work in 
Los Angeles for several months, told 
his hearers that the city’s waste in 
garbage and sewage more 
than supply the local demand for fuel 
and illuminating gas, and that the 
great outflow of sewage would irri- 
gate thousands of acres of fertile land 
between Los Angeles and the sea. 

Mr. was the principal 
speaker at the meeting of the new 
club, which was held at the Westmin- 
ster Hotel, and which was presided 
over by W. 8. president of the 


Be 11 of his investigations, Mr

Dickerson, who says he has made a 
study of the subject in the principal 
cities of the United States, as weil as 
those in Europe, says that the garbage 
and refuse that is thrown off ily in 
‘Los Angeles and disposed of at a large 
cost to the taxpayers, is more valua- 
ble in its possibilities than that of 
any other place of which he knows. 

He said, too, that a mistake had been 
made by the city in the purchase of 
the new garbage-burning plant, when 
a large revenue might ‘be derived 


into gas. 

NEGLECTED OPPORTUNITY. 
“It seems a disgrace at the beginning 
of the twentieth century,” said Mr. 
Dickerson, “that, while all branches of 
our various industrial enterprises have 
in nearly every case been brought to 
a higher state of development than in 
any other country, — 
vital importance — earing for r 
waste and refuse—has been practically 


neglected. 
“Garbage has been found to consist 
ot cinders and ashes mixed with a 


small amount of coal, kitchen, vege- 
table and animal =

ow York City the proportion of 
ashes and cinders is about 80 per 
cent, vegetable and animal refuse 12 
per cent., paper 6 —1 cent., other mat- 
ter about 2 per cent.

CHEAP WAY TO MAKE GAS. 
“The cost of manufacturing fuel gas 
in large quantities in the manner sug- 
gested would be not over three cents 
per thousand cubic feet, and not more 
than tweive cents for illuminating gaa. 
“To wholesale this gas at forty cents 
per thousand feet, on a basis of a cost 
of twelve cents per thousand to manu- 
facture, the net revenue would be 
$3,000,000 a year, while, if it were re- 
tailed at seventy cents per thousand, 
the net revenue would be $6,800,000 
per year.

NTEMPERANCE OF UTTERANCE. 
The Times has, from the begin- 
ning of the present anti-saloon cru- 
sade, exhorted both sides to observe 
the amenities of debate, and to be 
temperate in argument, no matter how 
earnest the argument might become. 
We have pointed out that billingsgate, 
vituperation, invective and overheated 
utterances of every description but 
weaken the cause in which they are 
employed and give scandal to the com- 
munity. We regret to say, however, 
that, in some instances, our admo- 
nitions have been without avail. The 
very essence of Christian charity has 
| been frequently violated and an acri- 
monious sting injected into the contro- 
versy which is not only ill-seeming, 
but ill-bred, as well. 

The man who believes that saloons 
are bound to exist and that prohibi- 
tion is not practicable, is certainly en- 
titled to his belief and should be given 
a respectful hearing when he pro- 
pounds his arguments, either on the 
rostrum or through the public prints. 
But when this same man refers to 
the crusade against saloons as “mali-

the limits of decency and the polite 
usages of good society. 

On the other hand, the anti-saloon 
advocate, no matter how sincere aud 
well-meaning he may be, weakens his 
cause and violates the principles of 
charitable conduct when he refers to 
saloon keepers as “all that is vile, vi- 
cious and low,“ and extreme utter- 
ances of that sort. One of the lead- 
ers on the temperance side no later 
than yesterday referred to saloon 
keepers ‘as “criminals” and willain- 
ous lawbreakers” without taking the 
trouble to except any of them. 

All this is very poor tactics, very 
unneighborly and totally at variance 
with Christianity and the truth. We 
find that one side is quite as guilty 
as the other, which is indeed a matter 
for sincere regret. 

The Times earnestly hopes that 
during the remaining days of the 
campaign the scandalous practices 
above ref to will entirely cease, 
without eer side. necessarily abat- 
ing its e . vigilance or ear- 
nestness. erhaps no better rule of 
conduct for both sides could be laid 
down than that which might be based 
on the letter written by W. C. Patter- 
son, president of the Los Angeles Na- 
tional Bank, to Francis Murphy on the 
occasion of the celebration of the |at- 
ters sixty:ninth birthday.

AISING A RIOT FUND. 

True to general expectations riot- 
ing was resumed yesterday in Chicago. 
The same disregard for law as has 
prevailed throughout the miserable 
and causeless strike of teamsters, pre- 
vailed yesterday. The rioting was not 
on so extensive a scale as formerly—a 
fact which was due, probably, to the 
increased number of men on police 
duty. 
At one point the police were driven 
indoors. “Many of the strike sympa- 
thizers,” says a dispatch, “armed 
themselves with small air-rifles, and 
from lumber piles and buildings fired 
intermittently at the police, a number 
of whom were struck without being 
able to see their assailants, and were 
finally forced to take refuge in offices 
and other nearby buildings“ Other 
similar scenes were enacted, but there 
were practically no arrests; for this 
reason, among others, there will prot- 
ably be increased rioting today, and 
hereafter, until the strike shall be 
brought to a climax which will put an 
end to rioting, for a time at least.

HIS is PRACTICABLE. | 

It is related in a dispatch from 
Budapest that a bill has been intro- 
duced in the Diet providing for the re- 
striction of emigration from Austria- 
Hungary. This is good news. May 
the bill speedily become a law, and 
may the law be enforced in good faith. 
Not that we have any grievance 
against Hungarians and Austrians as 
such. But for some years past the 
immigrants whom we have been re- 
ceiving from Austria-Hungary, and 
from the countries of Southern Eu- 
rope, have been of a most undesirable 
class, and it will be of immense benefit 
to the United States if this source of 
undesirable immigration can be shut 
off, or at least materially lessened. 

The new bill which has been intro- 
duced in the Hungarian Diet seems to 
be almed chiefly at steamship compa- 
nies—and there is not much doubt 
that it is aimed in the right direction, 
for these companies, in their zeal to 
secure passengers, are doubtless re- 
proportion of the 
undesiraiie immigration which flows 
in upon.us in an ever-increasing tide. 
In brief, the bill proposes “to prohibit 
steamship ‘companies from employing 
emigration agents, to Umit their ad- 
vertisements, to abolish emigration, 
and to punish those who hold out in- 
ducements to emigrate.” 

Premier Tisza is quoted as saying 
that official agents have been specially 
appolnted to counteract the false rep- 
resevtations of the agents of steamship 
companies, whose competition § for 
transatlantic emigration is so keen 
that many abuses have arisen.“ Of 
jhis there can be no doubt. We have 
ample evidences of these abuses on 
this side of the Atlantic, not alone in 
the large numbers of undesirable im- 
migranis whom we are obliged to 
refuse permission to land, but in the 
still larzer number to whom we grant 
technical permission to land, but who 
are none the less undesirables, who are 
a burden and an expense to this coun- 
try, and in no sense a benefit. 

If the Hungarian Diet will follow up 

with deeds the good beginning it has 
malle in words, the evils of unwelcome 
immigration from which we have so 
long suffered may in part be remedied. 
And if some of the other European 
countries would act in consonance and 
good iaith, in the matter of preventing 
the dumping upon us of their undesir- 
ables, the problem might be brought 
very near to a happy and satisfactory 
conclusion. 
There will always be some abuses. as 
a matter of curse. Probably no 
human law has ever yet been enacied 
tha: was not violated. But if foreign 
naiions will take ip the questidn in 
carnest, the United States will 
coéperate heartily with them in so re- 
Stricting and regulating emigration 
and immigration thai there will be 
little or no cause for complaint on 
either side of the Atlantic. 
The trouble, heretofore, has been in 
lack of coéperation. It is diieuit for 
the Urited States, or for any one na- 
tion, to deal with this difficult question 
alone. If all the nations concerned 
would act in good faith, and with a 
sincere desire to bring about results 
(that are right and just, the seemingly 
difficult problems* of immigration 
would prove easy of solution. , 


MAN OF MERIT. 

The announcement of the death of 
William Ziegler, a prominent New 
York capitalist, recalls the services he 
rendered a few years ago in the cause 
of Arctic exploration. He laid the 
foundation of his fortune in the manu- 
facture of baking powders, and added 
to it by successful investments in real 
estate, but like some of his contem- 
poraries he had a worthy ambition 
outside of the accumulation of dollars 
and dimes, hence his name does no: 
sink into oblivion as soon as the 
funeral cortege has passed, but is per- 
manently linked with the heroic 
achievements of men who have braved 
the dangers of the Arctic Sea in the 
interest of science. 

Of fhe numerous expeditions which 
have been fitted out to reach the 
North Pole, Ziegler’s is one of the 
most recent, and on account of its 
splendid equipment has been one of 
the most productive in adding to our 
store of Arctic knowledge. Polar ex- 
plorations began as far back as Bards- 
gen in 1349, and were followed by Wil- 
loughby, in 1553, Frobisher in 1576, 
Davis in 1585, Hudson in 1607, Fox in 
1631, Gillies in 1707, Behring in 
1728, Cook in 1778, Mackenzie 
in 1789, Scoresby in 1806, Parry in 
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1810, Wrangell in 1820. Beechey in 
1826, Robs in 1831. Franklin in 1847, 
McClure in 1849, Dr. Kane in 1850, 
Hayes in 1853, Hall in 1860, Norden- 
skiold in 1864, Markham in 1876, 
Schwatka in 1878, Greely in 1881, Nan- 
sen in 1893, Peary in 1894, Wellman 
in 1898, Abruzzi in 1900 and Sverd- 
rup, Andree, Stein, De Windt and 
Amundsen since that date—a brilliant, 
though incomplete list of bold navigat- 
ors who have dared the perils of the 
Arctic Sea. 

To some of these expeditions a 
young man in the Weaiher Bureau, 
Evelyn B. Baldwin, had been strongly 
attracted, and this peculiar bent of 
bis genius prompted him to accom- 
pany that of Peary.to the north of 
Greenland in 1893, and that of Well 
‘man to Fram Josef Land in 1898. thus 


the needs and risks incident to Arctic 
voyaging. He was now ambitious to 
conduct an expedition of his own, 
feeling certain that if planned aright, 
he could reach the goal of all the Arc- 
tie explorers wbo had preceded him. 

Mr. Ziegler heard of the young 
man's ambition, of his mettle, qualifi- 
cations and natural aptitude for leader- 
ship, and arranged for an inierview 
with him. This was no chance whim 
of the multi-millionaire. When a 
youth of seventeen, a panorama of the 
Kane expedition had excited his imag. 
ination, and he had been deeply inier- 
ested in Arctic discovery since that 
time. Alfred Harmsworth, since 
knighted, had borne the cost of the 
Peary expedition of 1893, why should 
not the name of Ziegler be associated 
with a similar one at the beginning 
of the new century? 

Accordingly he gave Baldwin carte 
blanche to fit out the most complete 
expedition that ever sailed into the 
frozen North, and as England, Ger- 
mary, Italy, Russia and Norway were 
each sending out expeditions with the 
hope of planting their respective na- 
tional flags on the spot where the 
North Star is motionless in the zenith, 
Ziegler particularly enjoined Baldwin 
to make ample equipment for winning 
in the race so that he might have the 
proud satistaction of raising the Amer- 
ican. Stars and Stripes on the crest 
of the world. To make the venture 
successtal he was willing to expend 
$1,000,000; 42 

In-accoidance with this programme | 
the flag ship Ametica, and two supply 
steamships, the Frithjoff and the Bel- 
gica, were lavishly fitted out for a 
three years’ voyage. Astronomical, 
photographic and other scientific appa- 
ratus was purchased; magnetic and 
hydrographic work was to be done; 
meteorological data were secured; and 
paleontological and zoölogical sur- 
veys were to be made. It was the 
first Arctic expedition in which an 
electric light plant was installed. 

This is not the place to go into 
details and statistics, but it may not 
be amiss to state that among the stores 
were 72,000 crystallized eggs and 400, 
000 rations of coffee. It was expected 
that the men would shoot enough 
seals, bears and birds to provide a fair 
quantity of fresh meat. Four hundred 
Siberian dogs and a proportionate 
number of sledges were taken aboard, 
and they were expected to be made 
effective when the limit of navigation 
should be reached at Abruzzi's camp, 
240 miles from the Pole. 

The fleet set sail in high hopes in 
the spring of 1901, and accounts of 
the progress of the voyages were 
sent back to a highly interested pub- 
lic from Tromsoe in Norway, from 
the coast of Nova Zembla, from the 
southermost point in Franz Josef 
Land, an’ so on. Some of these were 
published at intervals in the maga. 
zine section of The Times. But the 
two following seasons were exception- 
ally severe; impenetrable ice barred 
their progress to the Far North, and 
after vainly struggling against fate for

North Pole. Baldwin summed up one 
result of his expedition with the terse 
remark: “The old idea of an open 
Polar Sea is baseless.” But he still 
helieves that the Pole can be reached, 
curing some favorable season in the 
future, by means of sledges.

CITY TREASURY LOW. 

A special meeting of the Board of 
City Trustees was held last night to 
inquire into the state of the city's 
treasury, which is in an almost bank- 
rupt condition. According to a report 
received yesterday from the First Na- 
tional Bank, in which the funds are 
deposited, the city now has on hand 
$1206, and much more than this wil! 
be needed to pay bills Which fall due 
on the first of June. The only income 
in sight, aside from the regular returns 
from the water works system, is from 
taxes, which will not be due until next 
December, with the exception of a 
small amount of the current year’s 
levy to be paid in next month. 

To add to the gravity of the situation 
the First National Bank served notice 
on the trustees this morning that no 
overdrafts will be honored, With this 
condition confronting it, the Board 
practically decided last night to raise 
the water rate, which is now one dol- 
lar per month, to $1.25 or $1.50. 
the same time the electric lighting bill 
will be cut down by stopping all incan- 
descent lights and burning only the 
arcs. 

The present heavy, expense which is 
being undertaken ‘in connection with 
the paving wili be met by forming an 
assessment district and levying the 
costs upon the property owners most 
benefitted by the work. All these items, 
which wefe discussed informally last 
night will be made the subject of 
special legislation at the next meeting 
of the board.

ALMOST A MURDER.

SANTA BARBARA, May 26.—W. X. 
Wlicox, a special agent of the Bureau 
of Fisheries, United States Department 


the city several days making an ex 
amination into the fishing resources of 
this locality in the interests of the 
government. Mr. Wileox has been as 
far South as San Diego and is working 
North along the coast to Puget Sound, 
stopping at the principal fishing ports 
and coast rivers and taking statistical 
information in regard to piseatorial re- 
sources, the means by which fish are 
taken, the number of men employed, 
the condition of the markets, and the 
profits of the trade, besides general in- 
formation, all of which is reported to 
his department for publication in 
official government bulletins, 

“I find the outlook very bright for the 
fishing industry in this locality,” said 
Mr. Wilcox. “It has been five years 
‘since I was in Santa Barbara on work 
of this kind. The government sendg an 
agent through here about every hee 
years to study the situation carefully. 
You would be surprised to know that 
the fishing business’ bas more than 
doubled here since my, last trip. This 
calculation is taken from the capital 
invested, the number of men employed, 
and the profits of the business. There 
is an increase in the fishing industry 
along all the coast of Southern Cali- 
fornia. This is due largely to the use 
of gasoline and naphtha power boats, 
which were unknown to the fishing 
trade here five years ago. They have 
taken the place of the small sail and 
row boat and have made it possible for 
fishermen to cover longer distances 
over water In less time, to explore new 
localities, make larger catches, and to 
bring in their fish in time to catch out- 
golng boats and trains, thus bringing 
the fish to the markets in a fresher and 
better condition, than under the old 
system. The benefit is both to the 
fisherman and to the consuming public. 
I find many of these power boats, 
valued from $500 to $2000 each, all along 
this coast. 

“Santa Barbara offers a very fine 
field both fer commercial and pleasure 
fishing. The protection afforded by the 
islands removes a large part of the 
danger from the business and many 
edible varieties abound in the channel. 
I find that the territory of local fishing 
industries has been greatly increased, 
Resides shipping to San Francisco and 
Los Angeles, much fish is sent into 
Arizona, Nevada and New Mexico, 
and is even going as far east as Kan- 
sas City. The crawfishing industry is 
also on the increase here. ces for 
this delicacy have gone up during the 
last few years, and as the Santa Bar- 
bara waters are still producing — 
quantities of them, the business should 
be profitable, I have also been look- 
ing into the business of catching live 
seals, which are found in large num- 
bers at the islands. These animals 
are now in great demand in eastern 
public parks and zoological gardens. 

“The government supports over fifty. 
hatcheries in different parts of the 
country, a number of them being lo- 
eated on this coast. I am also making 
investigations into them. large 
amount of river and brook fish have 
been hatched in these institutions and 


distributed gratuitously in the streams 


of Commerce and Labor, has been in 


of the Pacific Coast. Stil} the demand 
is growing for all Kinds of fish, and 
these institutions will - enlarged as 
fast as funds can be supplied and 
changes made. 

“The government fish display at the 
St. Louis exposition has been moved to 
Portland, and improved considerably 
for that fair, and it will be one of the 
main attractions there. You must not 
fail to visit the government hatchery 
at Portland, when you visit the fair.” 

SEEKS HEAVY DAMAGES. 

Robert K. Booraem, a wealthy min- 
ing man of New York City, has brought 
suit in the Superior Court through At- 
torneys Tobin 4 Tobin of San Fran- 
cisco, for $50,000 for alleged false im- 
prisonment. Booraem spent seventeen 
hours in the city prison of San Fran- 
cisco last March under a warrant of 
arrest secured by action of the Potter 
Hotel Company, and for this humilia- 
tion and the further loss of a profes- 
sional engagement caused by the ar- 
rest, he seeks damages. The arrest, it 
is claimed, was caused by a mistake 
made in the First National Bank of 
Los Angeles, where Booraem had two 
separate bank accounts—a letter of 
credit and an open account. He visited 
this city and stayed for several days at 
the Potter Hotel. Upon leaving he 
paid his bill with a draft drawn by a 
hotel clerk upon which Booraem’s let- 
ter of credit number in the First Na- 
tional Bank of Los Angeles was writ- 
ten. The draft went through the 
clearinghouses and was returned from 
the bank marked no funds,“ where- 
upon a warrant for Booraem’s arrest 
was issued. It seems the bank clerk in 
Los Angeles overlooked Booream’s let- 
ter of credit when the draft reached 
there from Santa Barbara. 

CITY'S WATER SUPPLY. 

J. B. Lippincott of the United States 
Geological Survey has just published a 
pamphlet on the water problems of 
Santa Barbara, the conclusions of 
which are: 

“The result of the investigation in- 
dicates that a solution of the water 
problem for the coast district lies in 
impounding the flood waters in the 
drainage basin of the Santa Ynez River 
and conveying them to Santa Barbara 
through a long tunnel beneath the 
Santa Ynez Mountains. 

“That the present water supply for 
Santa Barbara is imadequate and that 
unless it is increased the material. de- 
velopment of the town will be impeded, 

That there is no adequate water 
supply within a reasonable limit of 
Santa Barbara on the south side of the 
rang@ from which the city could be 
supplied, and even if the water of such 
small streams as there are could be ob- 
tained, it would be at the sacrifice of 
existing development. 

“That it is feasible and desirable to 
obtain an adequate supply of water 
from the drainage basin of the Santa 
Ynez River, and that this can be done 
at a profit. 

“That the only extensive addition 
that can be made to the water supply 
of the Santa Barbara coastal plain Is 
by the construction of a tunnel from 
the Santa Ynez River to the coast side 
of the mountains and the building of 
an impounding reservoir for the hold- 
ing of the winter flood water of the 
Santa Ynez River. : 

“That by far the most desirable point 
on the Santa Ynez River for this con- 
struction is the Gibraltar reservoir site. 

“That the water can be delivered at 
a reasonable cost for both irrigation 
and domestic use to Santa Barbara 
and vicinity from this site, and the 
construction is believed to be entirely 
just ed and commercially feasible.“

Situation May be Complicated by 
Opening of Midway District—Prices 
Down at Coalinga—A Rumor That 
Standard is Interested in Carisbad 
District. ! 


The opening of the Midway oll dis- 
trict by the extension of the Santa Fé 
Rallroad introduces a new factor into 
the fuel-oi] situation in the form of 
the Chanslor-Canfielad Midway 011 
Company and the Santa Fé railroad 
combine, now butting into the field 
hitherto occupied by the Associated- 
Espee alliance.
